Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Out of

orders shortly before the ship ‘ went 
down contributed to the disaster, and 
that fear-stricken passengers were left 
to shift for themselves by a confused 
and disorganized ship personnel. 

At the same time Superintendent 
Harry Wheeler, of the Lamport & Holt 
Line, owner of the lost liner, testified 
the ranking surviving officer had not 
yet officially reported on the disaster to 
his employers. although Wheeler said 
the usual practice of the sea is that 
such accounts are promptly submitted. 


The testimony regarding the stoke- 
hold difficulty came from James Avard 


Adams, chief engineer of the Vestris, 
who appeared before a Department of 
Commerce board of inquiry at the 
customs house. Testimony by Wheeler 
and H. C. W. Johnstone, a survivor, 
and an affidavit by Edward Miles Wal- 
cott, another survivor, telling of the 
confusion accompanying the sinking 
and the last minutes of Capt. William 
Carey, who went down with his ship, 
were offered in the hearing being con- 
ducted by United States Commissioner 
O'Neill in the Federa] Building. 


Says Firemen Bolted. 


At variance with testimony from 
some of the stokers that they had re- 
mained at their posts until water 
reached their armpits a few minutes 
before the ship went down, tie story 
told by Adams related that about four 
hours before the Vestris sahk with a 
loss:of more than 100 lives, the black 
gang deserted their positions, leaving 
eleven engineers to work deep in the 
ship. 

“Don’t you think the mutiny of that 
black gang contributed materially to 
the distaster of the Vestris?” Adams 
was asked by Assistant District At- 
torney Todarelli, who is aiding in the 
inquiry.

Asked if he had any firearms in his 
possession, Adams answered: "I had 
a gun in my cabin, but I had no am- 
munition.” 

“Probably because they were fright- 
ened,” Adams said, the stokers quit 
the depths of the ship, although he ob- 
served that with their aid boilers could 
have been fired to supply steam for 
pumps and the Vestris could have 
been kept afloat longer than it was. 

Adams said he did not know the 
cause of the sinking. Although. he 
noticed seams and rivets leaking, some 
of the water may have come through 

broken starboard scupper, he said, 
besides entering for a time through 
an ash ejector and a starboard coal- 
ing door.

French President’s Salary 
Raised to Meet Living Cast 


Doumergue Is: to Receive 
$144,000 a Year; Elysee 
Expenses Soar. 


Paris, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The high cost 
of living’ having invaded the Elysee 
Palace, the home of the French presi- 
dents, parliament today took cogni- 
zance of that fact and doubled the 


salary and expense allowance of Presi- | 


dent Gaston Doumergue. It fixed his 
total stipend at 3,600.000 francs a year, 
raising it from 1,800,000 francs. 

Before the war the présidents of 
France received 1,200,000 francs gold 
each twelve months. This was equiv- 
alent then to $240,000. Today’s raise, 
while doubling the president's pay in 
paper francs, makes it only $144.000 
at par and only $140,760 at current 
exchange rates, . 

Despite the 100 per cent increase, 
President Doumergue will receive al- 
most $100,000 less than his predeces- 
sors, Fallieres, Loubet and Poincare. — 

President Doumergue is a bachelor 
and one of the most economical of all 
occupants of the French White House. 
His entertainments are simple. and 
less ostentatious than those which 
were given when there was a ) uae of 
the Elysee.”

6,942,300 Shares; Many

CURB AT NEW HIGH MARK 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The stock 
market, which has been running a 
high speculative fever fr the past two 
weeks, went into convulsions today on 
a record-breaking turnover which fell 
just short of 7,000,000 shares. 

So violent and erratic were the day’s 
price fluctuations and so late was the 
ticker, despite the elimination, except 
at the opening, of sales volumes from 
the tape, that it was almost impossible 
to ascertain the general trend. Final 
quotations disclosed a long list of net 
gains running as high as $20.50 a share 
and an almost equally long list of net 
declines running as much as $15 a 
share. 

The board of governors of the ex- 
change met in special session at noon 
and declared a holiday tomorrow, giv- 
ing harassed brokers and clerks a 
breathing spell after the most tumul- 
tuous trading in history. 

Today's sales, as compiled by exchange 
officials, were 6,942,300 shares. It was 
only last March that stock exchange 
sales crossed 4,000,000 shares for the 
first time. Total sales on the New 
York Curb Market also established a 
new high record today at 2:364,300 
shares. he stock exchange ticker ran 
52 minutes after the close.

Police Sentries to Seek 
Nuisance Evidence 
Against Resorts. 


FACTS WILL BE LAID 
BEFORE PROSECUTOR 


Five of Places Guarded 
by Uniformed Men 
Close Business. 


PROPRIETORS POST 
COUNTERSENTINELS 


Games Moved and Customers 
Are Given Whispered 
Warning by Scouts. 


Strategy behind Maj. Edwin 8B. 
Hesse’s move in establishing “picket 
lines” in his war on gambling was re- 
vealed yesterday while the gentlemen 
of chance perfected countermovements 
designed to nullify the police chief's 
activities. 

The padlock, terror of dry law viola- 
tors, is the objective which the police 
chief has in mind in stationing his men 
outside of every known gambling resort 
in the Capital. He hopes through the 
efforts of these watchmen to be able 
to convinces Leo Rover, United States 
attorney, that the places are nuisances, 
and then to have the court issue pad- 
lock injunctions similar to those issued 
in many prohibition cases. 

Five of the places which have had a 
policemen stationed in front of them 
since the picketing activities started 
Thursday afternoon, bowed to the ap- 
parent wishes of the law last night one 
closed. 

Counterpickets at Work. 


But it was this closing tha. revealed 
the counterstratezy of those who give 
the sportsmen of the city their fling. 
For the places that were closed hastily 
deployed their.own pickets, who stood 
within a few feet of the bluecoats, and 
in whispers directed tormer patrons to 
places to which the particular game 
they wanted to play had been moved. 
But the whispers were never loud 
enough for the opposition pickets to 
hear, and as only the inner circle of 
customers received the word, the police 
were unable to extend their picket lines 
to the new addresses. It some cases, it 
was reported, cards warniig former pat- 
rons away from the ola addresses were 
being distributed. 

The police contented themselves by 
standing guard over the seven places 
picketed the previous night, maintain- 
ing the watch even over the places that 
were closed. 

The addresses under. surveillance, 
which the police on duty reported were 
out of business last night, are 1318 
Ninth street northwest; 1628 Four- 
teenth street northwest; 1500 Fourteenth 
street northwest; one in the 1300 block 
of I street northwest, and 1610 Four- 
teenth street northwest. 

Police Stay on Guard. 

Police guards were kept at these ad- 
dresses, however, as Well as at the other 
addresses which have received their ate 
tention, these being a building at North 
Capitol and P streets, 1018 Fourteenth 
street northwest, and 1632 Fourteenth 
street northwest. 

The authorities claimed that even the 
houses which are still open, suffered a 
severe cut in business, the presence of 
“the law” deterring many from enter- 
ing. On the other hand, the proprietor 
of one establishment said that his busi- 
ness had not been cut to any appreci- 
able extent and that all games were 
well patronized. 

In the meantime Maj. Hesse let it be 
known that he has virtually abandoned 
hope of eliminating gambling through 
merely stationing the police in front of 
places in - which he believes it is going 
on. It is understood that this in itself 
would be considered almost as futile as 
have been the many raids conducted 
against such places. 

On the other hand, the major be- 
lieves that through the policemen sta- 
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tioned in front of known gambling 
Places he can obtain evidence which 
will enable him to convince the courts 
that they: are public nuisances. 

“My intention,” Hesse said, “is to take 
this matter up with the district attor- 
ney and see if we can padlock injunc- 
tions against them.” 

The police chief was reluctant to dis- 
close the underlying motive of the 
watchmen, and maintained at first that 
he merely wanted “to keep a line on the 
places and see who patronized them.” 

The actual task of watching the 
establishments, he said, was up to the 
captains of the various precincts in 
which they located. He -said that 
he had given instructions that he 
wanted a close watch kept on these 
places and that the captains had as- 
signed their men and given them their 
instructions. 


Laws Inadequate Is Claim. 


The chief was informed that two of 
his men had been present when a sen- 
Sational holdup of “the house” was 
executed in one of the Fourteenth 
street establishments now being watch- 
ed. This holdup is said to have been 
perpetrated by a small group which 
had lost heavily at the tables and be- 
lieved it had been “gypped.” The 
money taken, however, was subse- 
quently returned to the proprietor of 
the house. 

Messe declared that if he learns the 
identity of the two policemen 6upposed 
to have been in the house he will take 
immediate and drastic action against 
them. He said that he couldn't 
imagine a member of the force being 
“dumb enough to be in such a place.” 
According to the information given 
the chief, one of the policemen wanted 
to interfere when the holdup took 
Place, but was dissuaded from acting 
by his brother officer who said it 
wouldn't look well to be mixed up in 
Such an affair. 

Both Hesse and his superior, Com- 
missioner Proctor L. Dougherty, presi- 
dent of the Board of Commissioners, 
complained of the poor laws govern- 
ing gambling. They explained the dif- 
ficulty of enforcement, and pointed 
out that it ts virtually impossible to 
obtain evidence upon which a convic- 
tion may be obtained.

“See You in Hell!’”’ Last Word 
as Big Passenger Aero 
Falls Near spokane. 


2 ARE INJURED; 1 MAY DIE 


Spokane, Wash., Nov. 23 (A.P.). 
When the pilot apparently lost his 
bearings in a heavy fog, a giant tri- 
motored Ford passenger airplane 
crashed near the Palouse Highway just 
Outside Spokane today, killing four 
persons and seriously injuring two oth- 
ers. The dead: 

Willam R. Willlams6, Spokane, 
pllot and an officer of the Washington 
National Guard flying unit stationed 
here.

Mitchell May Not Live. 


No other passengers were in the 
plane. The big monoplane was return- 
ing to Spokane from an air carnival at 
Colfax, Wash., when it encountered fog. 
Witnesses said the pilot apparently 
thought he was higher above the 
ground than he was when he prepared 
to land. The wheels of the plane 
struck the earth several hundred feet 
from where it finally crashed tnto @ 
heap. Burger was flying with Williams 
on the trip because of his knowledge of 
Ford planes, and the journey had been 
uneventful before the accident. 

Physicians said they expected Mitch- 
ell to dic. 

For two hours Lieut. Williams, who 
was piloting the monoplane, battled 
“ith fog, circling around the.o..tskirts 
of Spokane seeking a landing place. 

Details of the accident were told by 
Heath, who is business manager for the 
Spokane Alrways, Inc., who gave his 
broken account from a hospital cot. 

“We took off from Colfax about 8 
o'clock * * * flew along nicely until 
nearing Spokane, when the fog loomed 
We circled Spokane for a long 
time, hoping that a hole would open up 
in the fog. * *I told Bill (Lieut. 
Williams) that we shouldn’t take any 
chances and he said we were not 
going to.” 


Started Through Hole, 


Pilot Jack Rose, of the Mamer Flying 
Service, Spokane, had left Colfax in a 
Stearman plane. 

Heath continued his story: 

“All at once the Stearman, piloted by 
Rose, passed us and dove through a 
hole. Bill said that he could get 
through if Rose could, and we started 
down, : 

“That was our ending. Just as we 
started through the hole it closed up in 
front of us. We ere confronted with 
a dense fog. We ‘ost all sense of direc- 
tion, and weren’t able to tell whether 
we were fiying upside down or not. 

“However, Bill remained calm, as did

7. F. RYAN, FINANCE 
LEADER, DIES AT 77 


Founder of Great Fortune 
Was Prominent Figure in 
Democratic Party. 


ROSE FROM STORE CLERK 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, one of the fou.iders of 
big business, died today at his Fifth 
avenue home, leaving wealth reputed 
to be between $300,000,000 and $500,- 
000,000 


The financier, inactive in recent 
years after a spectacular career that 
embraced Democratic politics as well 
as high finance in the utility -leld, 
was taken il] last Tuesday with acute 
inflamunation cf the bladder. He im- 
proved somewhat until last evening 
when he suffered a collapse. His age, 
77 years, and his general physical con- 
dition precluded an attempt to oper- 
ate. Death came early this afternoon 
with members of the family at the 
bedside. 

Word of how Mr. Ryan had disposed 
of his estate, apparently one of the 
largest ever accumulated by an Indi- 
vidual, was awaited with interest, for it 
was recalled that he had been 
estranged from his son, Allan A. Ryan, 
a broker, several years ago. At the 
time of the younger Ryan's bankryptcy 
in 1922, after the famous Stutz Motor 
corner in Wall street, it was reported 
that the father had placed part of his 
money at the son's disposal. 

The life story of this man of many 
millions is typically American. It Is 
typical, too, of the careers of other 
pioneers of his period who, after strug- 
gling through boyhood and youth, 
found use for latent talents in the 
business opportunities that were open- 
ing up in this country 50 and 6Q years 
Ago. 


Was Denounced By Bryan. 


Thomas Fortune Ryan, who was one 
day to be denounced by Willlam Jen- 
nings Bryan as typical of the “preda- 
tory interests” which the Democracy 
must battle, worked as a boy of 17 In 
dry goods houses of Baltimore. Two 
years later found him in Wall street as 
a broker’s clerk and another four years 
saw him a member of the New York 
Stock - Exchange. 

The still youthful native of Nelson 
County, Va., quickly developed an in- 
terest. in street railways and lighting 
systems William C. Whitney. himeelf 
a traction magnate, became Nis friend, 
a relationship that led to Ryan’s selec- 
tion as the man who was to have 
charge of the vast Whitney Intercsts 
for a quarter of a century. 

Ryan got membership in the big 
traction syndicate that finally took 
control of the New York Metropolitan 
Traction Co. and its subsidiaries, a 
group that eventually emerged as the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co. |

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4 KILLED AS FIERCE 
GALE HITS BRITAIN 


Plane and Ship Service Over 
the Channel Is Held Up 
by Storm. 


13 ARE SAVED FROM SHIP 


London, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Another fall 
gale, bringing loss of life, distress to 
shipping, interference with land trans- 
port and extensive property damage, 
raged through England today. The 
wind reached an official velocity of 84 
miles an hour in one place. It was 
estimated at 100 miles an hour in 
Yorkshire. 

Two persons were killed in Liverpool 
One of them was a sandwich board 
man whose humble means of livelihood 
caused him to be blown under a mo- 
tor truck. The other victim was caught 
under a falling tree. 

Hull also reported two deaths, an 
aged man struggling homeward through 
the gale, fell dead from overexertion. 
A schoolgirl was killed when a chimney 
collapsed as the pupils were leaving the 
classrooms. Bricks and debris showered 
all of the children, but the others 
escaped with bruises.

Other 
srovisions giving American financial 
Interests supervision over Nicaraguan 
affairs and paving the way for a $30,- 
900,000 loan to Nicaragua were con- 
tained in the report. In making the 
report public last Tuesday, Secretary 
Kellogg intimated that it did not carry 
his approval. 


Report Made in March, 


Mr. Kellogg emphasized this view 
. yesterday after his attention had been 
called to editorial comment inta New 
York newspaper asserting that publi- 
cation of the report had been ill timed 
and would tend to embarrass Presi- 
— Hoover’s coming Nicaraguan 
visit. 

The report was dated March 10 last, 
and has therefore remained pigeon- 
holed at the State Department for 
more than eight months. It appears 
that the Nicaraguan government de- 
sired that it be withheld from publi- 
cation because of negotiations going 
on between officials of that govern- 
ment and American bankers. 

These negotiations proved abortive 
for reasons which are not explained 
here, but it is understood that the un- 
willingness of the United States Gov- 
ernment to sponsor the Cumberland 
report had something to do with the 
outcome. During the past few months 
there have been inquiries at the State 
Department as to when the report was 
to be made public and Secretary Kel- 
logg apparently saw no further reason 
for keeping it from the public after the 
financial negotiations became inter- 
rupted.

His Replicas of Renaissance Art Sold as Genuine at Fabu- 
lous Prices, Asserts Old Artist—Received Mere 
Pittance—Sues for Half Million Lire. 


Rome, Nov. 23 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—Two 
tiny rooms, dustladen, redolent of 


want, received hurrying visitors today 
as the world of modern art focused its 


interest on the workshop of Alcee-Dos- | 


sena, carver of wood afid stone. For, 
if the charges brought by Alceo against 
various Italian art dealers are true, 
that same world of art has been bilked 
beyond the most skeptical critic’s bit- 
terest fancies. 

Dossena, who shares the twin cubl- 
cles with his son, Alcide, likewise a 
sculptor, in bringing suit against a 
Roman pearl dealer and a Bologna art 
dealer, charges them with selling the 
Dossenas’ models of Renaissance sculp- 
tures to museums both here and in 
America, making huge profits and pay- 
ing the artists mere pittances.

“I have nothing to hide. I executed 
American orders, firmly believing they 
were for new churches built in the 
Tuscan style,” he told visitors today.

Department of Antiquities 
has unearthed. a red granite head be- 
lieved to represent Userkaf, the first 
king of the fifth dynasty.

Church membership in the District 
of Columbia jumped from 164,413 in 
1916. to 238.871 in 1926, according to 
statistics made public yesterday by the 
Department of Commerce. The in- 
crease was 74,458. 

As compared with 55 
bodies. or denominations, with 348 or- 
ganizations in 1916, the report said. 
there were 68 denominations, with 399 
organiaztions. or churches, in the Dis- 
trict in 1926. 

“As the term ‘members’ has a variety 
of uses." the report explained, “each 
church was requested to report the 
number of members according to defi- 
nition of membership in that church 
or organization.” The value of church 
buildings in the District more than 
doubled during the decade from 1916 
to 1926. In the former year 7409 


religious | 


churches were valued at $13,937,158. 
In 1926, 326 churches were valued at 
$32,351 870. 

In 1916, there were 88,661 women 
membere of Washington churches, as 
compared with 58,775 men, the re- 
mainder not reporting. In 1926 women 
membership had increased to 126,317 
and membership among men to 86,117, 
the remainder failing to report. 

Increases were also noted by the De- 
partment of Commerce during the perl- 
od from 1916 to 1926 in church mem- 
bership in Maryland. In 1916 there 
were 74 denominations with 2.936 
churches, which had 602,587 members 
The figures for 1926 were 83 denomina- 
tions, With 2,957 churches and 758,046 
members. Buildings were valued at 
$65,776,138 in 1926, as compared with 
$29,162,381 in 1916.

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TWO GREAT PEACE STEPS. 


It does not appear that the Senate will 
have difficulty in dealing concurrently 
with the two proposals in which the pub- 
lic is most interested—the Kellogg treaty 
and the cruiser bill. Both call for prompt 
action. 

The country would be disappointed if 
the Senate should unduly prolong debate 
on the Kellogg treaty or attempt to Isad 
it down with reservations. It should be 
approved as it stands, and the more 
promptly it is approved the more effective 
will be the process of bringing all nations 
within its operation. About 60 nations 
have signified their willingness to adhere 
to the treaty, and American public senti- 
ment is practically unanimous in support- 
ing it. Throughout the recent keenly 
partisan campaign the Kellogg treaty 
was exempt from partisan attack. If it 
was not specifically indorsed by political 
opponents of the present administration, 
it received silent approval, and there is 
fo indication that Democratic senators 
are inclined to obstruct it, on partisan or 
any other grounds. 

* The naval bill should not be delayed. 
The Senate’s inaction at the last session 
has already wasted six months during 
which the vessels might. have moved to- 
ward construction. As five cruisers are 
to be laid down annually, it will be three 
years at best before the last will be be- 
gun, and six years before they can be 
completed. By that time several existing 
cruisers will be obsolete, while foreign 
navies will have been reinforced with 
cruisers now building. Great disparity 
of naval strength is a danger, because it 
encourages foreign belligerents to make 
aggression against undefended neutral 
commerce. American merchant -ships, 
crews and passengers will be endangered 
in the event of a foreign war occurring 
before the United States has provided 
strong naval defenses. With those de- 
fenses provided, foreign belligerents, no 
matter how hard-pressed, would think 
twice before antagonizing the United 
States. Thus a moderate but adequate 
provision of defense is a discourager of 
war, if not an absolute guarantee against 
entanglement in a war between other 
nations. 

The Senate can consider the Kellogg 
treaty and the cruiser bill at the same 
time. The cruiser bill is on the calendar; 
the treaty comes up whenever the Senate 
wishes to bring it up. No domestic legis- 
lation takes precedence of these measures 
in importance or urgency. Americans, 
looking to the future, and welcoming 
world cooperation in the attempt to pre- 
vent war, are anxious that the Senate 
shall deal with national safety and peace 
in'a statesmanlike manner by approving 
the Kellogg treaty and passing the cruis- 
er bill. With these provisions made, the 
United. States will be promoting world 
peace and taking reasonable steps to 
avoid becoming entangled in foreign war. 


“STOP LIGHT” ROBBERS. 

A year ago there occurred a series of ‘‘stop 
light” robberies, the outbreak ending abruptly 
when a detective seized a man in the act of 
perpetrating one of the crimes. The robber’s 
method was this: He would wait until an 
automoble was halted by a red traffic signal, 
jump on the running board and show a pistol, 
€aimly enter the’ machine and order the driver 
% uroceed to an out-of-the-way spot, where he 
relieved the driver of his valuables. 

- Thursday afternoon a “stop light’ robber 
again made an appearance. At Eighteenth 
street and Massachusetts avenue he hopped 
aboard a machine halted by the red light and 
ordered the driver to proceed to the H Street 
Viaduct, where he relieved him of his cash 
and jewelry. It was an easy and successful 
job, so much so that this criminal undoubt- 
edly will. be encouraged to repeat the offense 
and others may be encouraged to emulate him. 
‘4 The ‘Police Department should act quickly 
and, vigorously in stamping out what may be 
a new epidemic of “stop light” robberies.

-Washington streets than there were a year 
go. Bach additional automatic traffic signal

THE INFLATED MARKET. 


Yesterday’s near 7,000,000 share day estab- 
lished a new stock exchange record. Today, 
for the first Saturday since last spring, doors 
of the stock exchange will remain closed. 
Last spring extra holidays were declared by 
the board of governors of the exchange so 
that harassed and overworked brokers and 
clerical staffs would have a chance to catch 
up with their work. Today's closing was made 
necessary for the same reason, in addition to 
which it may be considered a gesture toward 
clamping the lid upon the orgy of reckless 
speculation that has developed. 

There is no justification for the frenzy of 
trading that the last few weeks has witnessed. 
The United States is prosperous. Indications 
point toward continued good times. But the 
stock market has absurdly discounted pros- 
perity in many industries, and unless some 
way can be devised to check excessive specula- 
tion the market may collapse to such an ex- 
tent as to cause real economic distress. 

Many speculators are dealing in stocks for 
the first time in their lives. Few of them have 
the slightest conception of what the market 
is or how it works. Most of them never have 
seen a bearish market, and those who have, 
in the excitement of the moment, have for- 
gotten it. All of them seem to labor under 
the delusion that it is possible to create wealth 
by watching the posting of security prices 
upon a blackboard and giving, from time to 
time, orders to buy or sell. They do not 
realize that the present peaks to which se- 
curities have advanced are artificial and must, 
eventually, seek a lower level upon which 
they can justify themselves by earnings. 

It may be that today’s stock exchange holi- 
day will bring about sober reflection and that 
Monday’s market will be more in reason. A 
situation fraught with danger has developed. 
There can be no that thousands of 
buyers of stocks are in for serious losses.

FOREST RESTORATION, 

Seventeen years of what is termed remark- 
able advancement in protection of national 
forests. still leaves millions of acres unpro- 
tected and a tremendous annual loss from 
forest fires, a report of the Department of 
Agriculture shows. The Federal cooperative 
program has been extended to 38 States having 
important wooded areas, and 200,000,000 of 
the 381,000,000 acres of State and private 
forest land has been given fire protection. 
Annual expenditures by the States for this. pur- 
pose have increased from a few thousand 
dollars to $2,000,000 and private owners have 
increased their outlay proportionately. The 
Federal budget furnishes a $1,200,000 forest 
fire fund. 

In spite of these expenditures 2,784,450 
acres of protected forest were burned over last 
year, causing damage estimated at $4,297,400. 
This represents a reduction from 4,784,580 
acres burned over in 1926, with estimated 
damages of $15,048,260. However, this show- 
ing is more than offset by an increase from 
19,561,480 to 35,561,480 acres of unprotected 
land burned over. Loss from fires on this class 
of land last year totaled more than $29,- 
000,000. 

On the whole, the administration is becoming 
more efficient and losses from forest fires are 
being reduced in spite of the fact that fire 
hazards have been tremendously increased 
with the building of highways into wooded 
areas. The figures quoted indicate that there 
is much yet to be done, not only in prevention 
and fighting of fires, but in replanting, in edu- 
cational work and in training for forest man- 
agement. The fact that the States are rapidly 
developing forest tree nurseries and that 
millions of trees are being distributed annually 
to private owners indicate new interest in 
forest rehabilitation. 

A new element has been injected into the 
forest preservation issue within the last few 
years. The country long ago recognized the 
importance of conserving its timber supply and 
keeping its watersheds covered with vegeta- 
tion. With the development of motor 
transportation the forests have become the 
most popular playgrounds in many sections. 
Thousands go to the wilds to spend vacations 
and on holidays the woods are crowded with 
people. This gives new importance to the 
forests, but brings increased exposure to fires. 
It will, therefore, be necessary for the Forest 
Service to add to its protective programs from 
year to year, to increase its quotas for replace- 
ment of trees and to redouble its efforts to 
educate the public in principles of forest 
preservation. 


MODERNIZING FARMING. 


While politicians are discussing an extra 
session of Congress to enact farm relief legis- 
lation there are some agencies within the in- 
dustry itself at work to improve the status of 
agriculture. There is no question that relief 
is needed through legislation, but the funda- 
mental relief which will stabilize. agriculture 
on a par with the factory will come from 
economie adjustments on the farm. 

_ In an address before the Land Grant Col- 
leges and Universities in Washington recently 
Dr. Henry G. Knight, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry and Soils of the Department of 
Agriculture, pointed out that the problem of

converting products in such manner that they

competition, and by adapting farm products to 
other uses than as food, 

Residues and surplus of the corn crop are 
being manufactured into such products as 
starch, glucose, ethyl alcohol and acetone with 
increasing success. Manufacture of sugar-cane 
bagasse into fiber board is another example of 
converting waste products into articles of com- 
mercial value on a large seale. The farm in- 
dustry is beginning to learn what the packers 
found out a few decades ago. The United 
States has an annual waste of 100,000,000 
tons of cornstalks, 115,000,000 tons of cereal 
straw and similar products making a total of 
260,000,000 tons for which some commercial 
use will undoubtedly be found. 

Manufacturing industries could never op- 
erate with such a tremendous annual waste. 
While the general plea for rellef is being sent 
up to Congress, thousands of prosperous farms 
in the country are providing their own relief 
through the application of business methods 
to agriculture. Whatever help Congress is 
able to give will only put the farmer in a posi- 
tion where he is able to make a success of his 
own business. The fundamental solution must 
come through efficient methods, use of waste 
and surplus products, cooperative marketing, 
and other measures which will make a mod- 
ern business of farming.

WAR ON WHITE PLAGUE. 


The announcement of Dr. Louis I. Dublin 
at a New York tuberculosis conference that 
élimination of the “great white plague’ from 
the list of ills afflicting mankind is in sight, 
will be received as a message of hope through- 
out the world. Dr. Dublin told 500 health and 
welfare workers that ‘“‘tuberculosis is rapidly 
being eliminated as a factor in mortality in 
the United States.”” The year 1928 will show 
the lowest death rate on record, probably not 
more than 70 per 1,000 of population, which 
will be 7 per cent less than the figure for last 
year. So striking is the fact of this declining 
tendency that there are sober-minded men who 
talk in terms of the practical elimination of 
tuberculosis as an important cause of death 
in the next 10 or 15 years. 

It is a little too Utopian to expect the country 
to be rid of tuberculosis within 15 years, but 
the fact remains that efforts of medical science 
in combating tuberculosis in this country have 
been remarkably successful, especially froin the 
standpoint of prevention. Thirty years ago 
this disease held first place among the ,causes 
of death. This year 140,000 persons are alive 
and well in the United States who would have 
died from tuberculosis under former condi- 
tions. The death rate is only one-third as 
great as it was 30 years ago. 

Aside from the saving of life, the fight 
against tuberculosis is improving living condi- 
tions in this country. The disease was formerly 
rated as a strong factor in producing poverty 
and misery. Thousands of American families 
have been lifted from despair and suffering, 
and many thousands more have been saved 


from those conditions by preventive measures. | 


Final eradication of the disease will depend 
upon future activities for its prevention and 
cure. There should be acceleration rather 
than’slackening in the tuberculosis war, with 
cooperation from every part of the world. Each 
section must do its part in establishing homes, 
providing treatment, and preventing spread of 
The

paign is the full-time school for tuberculous 


children, which has been given approval of

ACTIVITIES IN BONDS XESTERDAY ON NEW YORK eee EXPAND 


IN NATIONAL BANKS 


New Total of $28,925,480,- 
000 Greatest in History of 
Federal System. 


By ROBERT C, ALBRIGHT. 

Resources of national banks in the 
continental United States, Alaska and 
Hawaii, reached $28,925,480,000 on Oc- 
tober 3, the date of the recent call, 
and were greater than at any other 
time in the history of the national 
banking system, according to a state- 
ment issued yesterday by Comptroller 
of the Currency John W. Pole. 

The figures were reported by 7,676 


banks, and the total resources were 
$417,241,000 more than shown on June 
30, the date of the previous call. They 
exceeded by $1,711,556,000 the resources 
reported on October 10, 1927, the cor- 
responding call of last year.

Display to Be Especially 
Interesting for Relics of 
the Past—Harvard-Yale 
Game on WRC This Af- 
ternoon. ~ | 


Fans will doubtless turn their steps 
toward the radio historical exhibit at 
Lansburgh & Bio. starting Manday. 
The display begins with relics of the 
past, such as the first set Marcon! 
used, in 1901, when he succeeded in 
receiving signals for the first time 
across the Atlantic, his receiving sta- 
tion being in Newfoundland and the 
transmitter in England. The box kite 
used by Marconi to support the an- 
tenna will also be shown. The devel- 
opments in America, of Massie, n- 
den, Fores others, coming 
finally the radiolas of the Radio 
Corporation today will be depicted. 

An interesting part of the show will 
be photo radio. the latest development 
in radio broadcasting. In the factories 
turning out radiotrons sit specially 
trained girls. who perform the final 
test of all tubes before these are 
packed in cartons for shipment. From 
raw glass and metal to finished product 
the tubes pass through over 70 inspec- 
tions and tests, but this is the final 
trial, and on it depends the acceptance 
or rejection of the tube. During this 
exhibit these radiotrons will be tested 
on the machine by a girl operator just 
as is done in the factories before the 
tubes are packed for shipment. 

There will be many other interesting 
parts of radio on exhibit and all will be 
under charg. of John H. Clark, the en- 
gineer, who will gladly answer any 
questions of interested visitors as well 
as explain the general working of the 
device to all.

HE Webster Junior High School, of

Every member of this 
club selects one near-eligible girl and 
helps her to remove her handicaps. The 
members of this clu», individually and 
collectively, do wh: tever they can to 
keep healthy them elvesyand to pro- 
mote the health of the sc 

During the last year the club made 
® special drive for foot health. The 
siogan was: “Perfect Feet for Webster.” 

The school ti.dulged In the Great 
American sport of a health week. On 
Monday a sleep surver was made, This 
disclosed that the average sleeping pe- 
riod was 9% hours. Four per cent of 
the students stayed up after 10 o'clock 
for radio programs, and another 6 per 
vent were up late for other reasons. 

Tuesday was “No Cosmetic and Clean 
Finger Nail” day. Only 42 of 1,078 
pupils used cosmetics or had dirty fin- 
ge. nails on the day in question. 

Wednesday was “Posture and Low 
Heel” day Only 2 pupils wore high 
heels that day. But 40 per cent of the 
students had poor posture, 

Thursday was “Everybody Well and 
Present” day. The attendance on 
‘Thursday was 95 _er cent perfect. 

Friday was “Walk to School and Eat 
8 Hot Lunch” day. All but 69 walked 
vo schoo!, or walked at least 12 blocks 
All but 10 rooms scored 100 per cent 
vn the hot lunch requirement. 

At the end of the week the prize class 
was given a bronze statue, “The Ath- 
iete.” Promoting this health week was 
only one of the activities of the honor- 
ury health club. They took under their 
wings all markedly underweight pupils, 
and saw to it that they got a warm 
lunch at the cafeteria without having 
to wait in line) One member acted as 
a ventilation monitor for each school- 
room. She raised the windows as & 
classroom was vacated and closed them 
when the students returned. The win- 
dows of the building were all opened 
simultaneously at 40-minute intervals. 
They remained open about 2 minutes. 

They pulled off a health show and 
also a fashion show and an American 
girls’ beauty products show. The health 
column in the school paper was under 
their charge. and it was up to them to 
. plan hikes and picnics. 

And, finally, the State federation of 
| women’s clubs sent representatives of 
this club to other schools to organize 
s'milar honorary health clubs.

raye this morning. He was lots bizger’n 
me, but I wasn’t afraid I took my 
gub and went ‘boom’ and shot him.” 


This startling announcement might 
come from most any 5-year-old. Of 
course, the garage would be real, but 
the rest of the story most likely would 
consist of a crooked stick, a pile of 
leaves and a 25-carat imagination. This 
boy’s specialty was bears. He might 
have told whoppers about lions and 
tigers, cowboys and Indians, ships and 
pirates. What wonderful concoctions! 
Strange new worlds! Sparkling adven- 
tures! Queer animals and queerer sit- 
uations! “Phantasy thinking” is the 
name which the psychologists give to it. 


Naturally our first impulse is to 
laugh at such outlandishness. We've 
lost our dreams, so why let the young- 
sters have any? If we do happen to 
dream dreams we're ridi.uled. So why 
not knock out the child's phantasy? 
Why not? Some of them are so ab- 
surdly funny that we can hardly help 
ourselves, but for goodness’ sakes don't 
let the youngster know that we are 
laughing at him. Ridicule is fatal in 
this case, punishment is worse. 

It’s the most natural thing in the 
world for a child to build up these 
elaborate phantasies. They hold a very 
definite place in his little world. Most 
of our grown-up world means very 
little to him. What does he care about 
installments. insurance, death, taxes, 
gossip and religious tolerance! 

He doesn’t bother to understand what 
it’s all about. Instead he unconsciously 
constructs a world o”* his own to meet 
his own requirements. 

Consequently, if we laugh and poke 
fun at his phantasies we cut him off 
from his world. And what is worse we 
sever Our own Vital relationship with 
him. We spoil his -confidence in us. 
Ho.’ long is he going to -xpose his inner 
life to our ridicule? 

The phantasies continue just the 
same bec.use it is impossible to stop 
them, but he guards this world of his 
imagination with the ,reatest diligence, 
lest if it come to light he be subjected 
to our rude treatment again. 

So, instead of ridicule, he wants us to 
know how very important are his won- 
derful fancies. If ve listen we imme- 
diately strengthen his confidence in us. 


Isn't that a very natural reaction? 
Aren't we grovn-ups delighted when 
we have an understanding friend to 
whom we can confide our innermost 
thoughts with the assurace that they 
will get kind and sympathetic treat- 
ment? 

Exactly that same relation which we 
oldsters seek with our kind will spring 
up between the youngster and our- 
selves if we will give a little sympathe- 
tic understanding to his fanciful 
imaginings. In our own heart we need 
only accept them for what they really 
are—merely self-made fairy tales. If 
we carefully but gently explain them as 
such and have between us a sort of an 
understanding that he knows and we 
know just what they are, all goes 
splendidly. Then we do nothing to 
hinder or distort his inner mentai 
process and we keep an open doorway 
of communication between ourselves 
and the child. We definitely strengthen 
his confidence in us rather than trame- 
ple on it.
